Following is the text of a letter which the President has sent 
to the heads of departments and agencies of the government: 

lIovc-,!mbor 5, 1943 


"Dear 


You are requested to sutmit to me by iiovonber 29, 1948, the 
subjects ’./liich you 'would propose for inclusion in the Sta.ta of the Union 
message and the Kconomic Report of tiie President to be presented to the 
Gongress in January, 1949, together vdth a brief ejqplanation of each 
subject, its relationship to the current activities and plans of tiTe 
Gonffassion, and the relative emphasis v;hich you vrauld rccoramcnd. You should 
include any vieT;s rrhich you liiay care to preriont at this time concerning 
special Presidential messages during the forthcoming session of the Congress. 
Your reply should be forwarded directly to m-e at the hhite fbuse, 

' You are also requested to submit by November 29, a report on the 

proposed legislative program of your Goix.’ission. Your report should shew 
(1) the subject matter of all legislation irhich you desire: to propose for 
consideration at the forthco:?ing session, (2) the state of readiness of 
legislative drafts and supporting x.iaterial, (3) reference to iiie bills 
and House or Senate reports in the SOth Congress concerning the subjects 
co’i/cred in your program, together v.i'th a brief appraisal of tlie adequacy 
of these bills, (4) your views on the timing of introduction and Congres- 
sional consideration, ana (5) the nanns of otlier departi.ients and agencies 
ij?hich, in your, judgiaanb, are interested in the ssi.io subjects, dliile these 
reports should be as complete as possible, supplementary listings r.iay be 
submitted until Decenber 15, 1943, but it is c:qpGctod thawb your legislative 
program will fully developed by that date. These legislative reports 
should be for.rarded. to me through the Director of the Biaroau of ttje Dudget, 
They vdll not, of course, replace the indr/idu:xL submissions required by 
Budget Circular No. A-l:9,
